Neuralgia pure an d simple Is called 
“idiopathic.” an d may be compared to 
the screams of an an gry baby , who de­ 
clares its n eeds in the on ly fashion it 
can comman d. 
The on ly person competen t to judge 
whether a particular case of n euralgia 
is "sy mptomatic” or “idiopathic” is of 
course the phy sician , an d if the pain is 
traceable to some organ ic trouble, an y 
treatmen t directed to removal of the 
pain alon e would be simple loss of 
time. 
In a case of simple n euralgia the 
first thin g to do is to fin d out the 
un derly in g cause, for it may be ac­ 
cepted as an ax iom that perfectly well 
people do n ot have pain ful n erves. 
Youn g children an d 
old 
people are 
rarely sufferers from n euralgia. 
It is 
a trouble that attacks those who are 
livin g the active adult life, an d espe­ 
cially people in middle age, when the 
various fatigues of that life are most 
pron e to overtake us. 
It is often on e 
of the sequels of a lon g illn ess, such 
as ty phoid fever, 
an d 
often follows 
grippe. 
Person s with the so-called rheumatic 
diathesis seem more disposed to it, 
an d an y great emotion al shock or un ­ 
due fatigue may brin g on an attack 
In a n euralgic in dividual. 
Besides the parox y smal pain of n eu­ 
ralgia, there is gen erally a dull ache 
all the time of the attack, with ten der 
spots alon g the lin e of the n erve, that 
will be foun d very sen sitive to slight 
pressure with the fin ger tip. 
Neuralgia may attack an y n erve in 
the body , but it perhaps causes its 
greatest torture 
when it 
takes 
the 
form kn own as tic-douloureoux . 
This 
is n euralgia in the face, alon g the lin e 
o f the sen sitive n erve which supplies 
all this part of the head. 
An other ex ­ 
quisitely pain ful form of n euralgia Is 
that kn own as sciatica, in the sciatic 
n erve, which run s down the back o f 
the leg .—Youth's Compan ion .

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THOUSANDS WELCOME ROOSEVELT 


Nation Pays a Great Tribute to 


Former President Upon His 


Arrival in New York. 


New York, June 18.—A reception 
that transcended all of his visits to the 
capitals of Europe combined in point 
of numbers, enthusiasm and sponta­ 
neity greeted Colonel Theodore Roose 
velt here this morning 011 his return 
to his native land. 
The most frankly pleased person was 
the returned traveler himself, and not 
only by words of thanks, but with the 
famous Roosevelt smile ana vigorous­ 
ly enthusiastic acknowledgments 
of 
greetings, did he show his appreciation 
of the greatest reception tendered any 
American. 
“D elighted!” roared the crowd on 
lower Broadway as the 
procession 
started northward from the Battery, 
and the ex-president showed his fa­ 
mous teeth as he bowed. 
“Bully!” 
•hrieked the impenetrable mass at City 
Hall park, and the Rough Rider stood 
in his carriage and waved his hat. The 
people remembered the colonel’s suc­ 
cinct phrases, and so did Mr. Roose­ 
velt, for he never ceased to acknowl­ 
edge them. 
New York has welcomed many no­ 
tables, but never a one attracted the 
attention or received the welcome ac­ 
corded the citizen of Oyster Bay. 
Be­ 
fore many of the so-called “malefac­ 
tors of great wealth” had arisen for I 
th e half day's labors the naval flotilla 
was at Quarantine awaiting the trans­ 
ferring of the Roosevelt party from 
th e Kaiserin Auguste Victoria to the 
revenue cutter Androscoggin. 


H alf Holiday Opportune. 


By the time the great m arts of trade 
w ere In full swing he was being offi­ 
cially welcomed home, and the com­ 
m encement of the half holiday served 
chiefly to permit the hundreds of thou- j 
sands of workers to delay their home­ 
w ard trips to witness the triumph of 
Roosevelt as the procession passed up 
Broadway, under the Washington arch 
and up Fifth avenue through ranks of 
cheering political and business and so­ 
cial organizations.

-—were at the Battery by 5 o'clock this

The mayor’s remarks were inaudi­ 
ble to those within the charmed roped 
circle in front of the stand and to the 
committeemen and others on the re- 
seivcd section of the stand. 
The peo­ 
ple seemed content with looking at the 
ex-president and occasionally cheering 
without other incentive. 
Hence the same conditions prevailed 
when Colonel Roosevelt made his brief 
reply.

REAFFIRMS POSITION

Washington, June 20.—Secretary of 
State Knox has forwarded to Jose De 
Oliveras, American consul at Managua 
a reply to the message sent to Mr. 
Taft by Senor Madriz, president of the 
de facto government at Managua, pro­ 
testing against the actions of Com­ 
mander Gilmer, commanding the gun­ 
boat Paducah and senior naval officer 
in Central American waters. 
In his 
l](ra r I complaint to Mr. Taft Senor Madriz 
took exception in the recent action of 
Commander Gilmer in preventing the 
bombardment of and fighting within 
the city of Bluefields; to the recogni­ 
tion by .Mr. Knox of the right of the 
Estrada faction to move the customs 
house from the bluff to the city proper 
at Bluefields, and to the interference 
by Commander Gilmer with the block- j 
ade which the Madriz gunboat Venus 
attempted to fix there. 
In reply Secretary Knox sent a mes- I 
sage to Mr. Olivaries slating that the* 
policy of the United States remains as 
set forth in the secretary of state's let­ 
ter of Dee. 1, 1909, to Mr. Rodriguez, ' 
then charge d’affaires, whereby' rela 
tions with the Zelava government were | 
broken off. 
That letter and state­ 
ments of the consistent application of 
the same policy to conditions as they 
arose were duly published. “As to the 
statements made in the telegram of 
Dr. Madriz to the president,” contin­ 
ues the secretary, “the government of 
the United States took only the cus­ 
tomary step of prohibiting bombard­ 
ment or fighting by either party in the 
unfortified and iingtirrisoned commer­ 
cial city of Bluefields, thus protecting 
the American and other foreign inter- j 
ests, just as the British commander 
had done at Greytown, where there are 
large British interests. 
“The 
government 
of 
the 
United 
States has acknowledged the right of 
each faction to maintain a blockade, 
but has refused to permit vessels il­ 
legally 
and 
clandestinely 
entering 
American waters to interfere with our 
commerce.” 


Peru, Ind., June 20.—Scranton (Pa.) 
Chapter of the Daughters of the Amer­ 
ican Revolution has just dedicated and 
given to the city of Scranton a monu­ 
ment to the memory of Frances Slo­ 
cum. who is buried seven miles south­ 
east of Peru, and to whose memory 
there was erected some years ago a ; 
handsome bronze monument at her 
grave and upon it is inscribed a brief j 
history of he r capture by the Indians 
and her life with them. 
The monument at Scranton was also 
erected to the memory of the captive’s 
father. Ebenezer Slocum, the first pio­ 
neer settler of Lackawanna valley. 
The story of Frances Slocum reads 
like fiction. 
Her life, after she had 
been stolen by the Delaware Indians 
in 1775. was one of comparative ease 
and some comfort, so much so. in fact 
that when she was finally found by 
her brothers in 1837, in her hut south­ 
east of this city, she absolutely refused 
to go back to Pennsylvania with them. 
Broken-hearted, the brothers, who had 
searched for more than half a century 
for their sister, departed from the 
presence of their sister, and never 
again did they sec her. 
She w as a child five years old when 
stolen, and a decrepit woman, th*- 
weight of sixty-two years in the vast 
wilderness hearing down upon her. 
w’hen found by her brothers. 
In her 
childhood she was the pride of the 
Delawares and every comfort and at­ 
tention available was given her. 
So it 
was also wnen she became the bride of 
She-pe-can-ah, a Miami Indian, and she 
was called the “ White Rose of the Mi- 
amis.” 
The tribe lived southeast of 
Peru, and it was there that a trapper 
named Ewing, who had read the story 
of her capture by the Indians, found 
her. 
He wrote the story of his discov­ 
ery to the Harrisburg (Pa.) papers and 
soon afterward the gray-haired Slo­ 
cum brothers started on their long 
journey westward through the wilder­ 
ness to this locality. 
In childhood play 
one of the brothers hadjîhoppt d a fin­ 
ger off Frances's left hand, and the ab­ 
sence of the finger led to the woman's 
identification. 
She died eleven years 
afterward.

Franciscan friar, Rog er Bacon, wrote:

The eng ine was directly behind the

BACH’S MUSIC. 


S o m e A i b l c e «% t o H o w It S h o n l d 
l i e 
I n t e r p r e t e d . 
The interpretation of Bach m ust al­ 
ways be noble, broad and firm, ra th e r 
too hard than too soft, explains F er­ 
ruccio Busoni, the great pianist, in the 
Delineator. 
Affected methods, such as 
a “soulful” swelling of the phrases, 
coquettish hurrying or hesitating, too 
light, staccato, too smooth legato, pedal 
debauchery— all these are vicious and 
out of place here. 
If used with a 
proper sense of proportion a certain 
elasticity of the tempo, giving the in­ 
terpretation greater freedom, will Im­ 
prove the playing of Baph m aterially. 
The modernization of Bach’s compo­ 
sitions by such m asters as Liszt and 
Tausig and m any others is accepted 
by all clear thin k in g m asters as not 
derogatory to the m aster’s style. 
It 
affords rath er a completeness of ex­ 
pression. 
W itness the fact th a t Raff 
has 
orchestrated 
Bach’s “Chaeonne” 
without m aking 
it 
seem ridiculous. 
Many others have followed with hap­ 
py results Raff’s example of arran g in g 
Bach’s music for the modern orches­ 
tra. 
The ease with which Bach’s music 
lends itself to this adaptation is proof 
of his comprehensive genius. 
P*e was 
not for his day, but for all time. 
Bach’s “Prelude” and "Fugue No. 
10,” im portant and not too difficult, 
show the man-sided 
branching 
of 
the present day piano technique. The 
legendary tradition 
of 
playing Bach 
without the use of the dam per pedal 
Is obsolete.

fa as a rotation crop, and thus secure 
larger yields of alfalfa, and much larger 
yields of corn and other grains. 


A Q u a i l P r e s e r v e . 
Under some late rulings by the Sta*> 
Legislature 
of 
Indiana, 
quails 
are 
placed under protection for six years 
to come. 
Eight thousand H ungarian 
quails or partridges— as some speak ot 
them —have been placed on certain pre­ 
serves in the State. 
These were pur 
chased by the State Game Commission 
with m oney taken from the fees paid 
in for h u n te r’s license, one-third of 
which can he used in the purchase of 
game birds. 
These pieserves are made by farm ­ 
ers, w hose lands adjoin to the num ber 
of 3,000 acres, agree ing to care for 
these birds.

quail.

Perhaps one of the most im portant 
points in connection with the care ol 
gapes is th a t im mediately a bird dies 
it 
shall 
be 
burned and not merely 
buried in the ground, as is often th» 
ease. 
As will easily be seen, if th* 
bird is thus treated, the parasites a n 
allowed to breed, which they do quick­ 
ly, and the worms come up to the s u r­ 
face of the ground and ar<* eaten by 
the chickens. 
Therefore, as a precau­ 
tion, always burn the bodies of birds 
th at have died of 
this 
complaint. 
There are m any remedies and cures 
for this disease, if it may be term ed 
thus. 
One of the oldest, but at the 
sam e time one of the most efficacious, 
is that of soaking the grain in urine 
before giving It to the birds. 
The am ­ 
m onia escaping from the utine proves 
fatal to the red worms and their em ­ 
bryos. Another old method, but a good 
one, is that of inserting a feather down 
the throat of the bird, a feather that 
has been previously dipped in paraffin 
oil or turpentine. 
When 
down 
the 
th ro at it should be given a sharp turn, 
and then draw n quickly out. and fre­ 
quently some of the worms stick to 
the feather, and are thus extracted.— 
R ural World. 


F o r m o f n i ’ovr V a l u a b l e I n d e x . 
To the close observer the form of a 
cow is a valuable index to her quali­ 
ties. 
However, there are so many fac­ 
tors that enter into the growth and 
tem peram ent of a dairy cow that m any 
excellent judges of form and function 
art1 deceived by outside appearance. 
The new cow has an individuality of 
her own, and the feeder should become 
acquainted with her as soon ius possi­ 
ble after she is btought into the herd. 
The most of the loss that comes to 
d a iry m e n is through a lark of k n o w l­ 
edge and a wTong idea of w hat they 
are about. 
The feeder should wash- very little 
effort in trying to fe«*d fat into milk, 
for every such an attem pt has re su lt­ 
ed doubtfully. 
The am ount of fat in 
the milk is a m atter of individuality 
and breed m ore than fetd. 


The low p ern ntage of protein and 
the high percentage of w ater in corn 
ensilage 
m akes it 
necessary 
while 
feeding liberally of ensilage to feed 
clover or alfalfa hay if w-e produce an 
ideal ration. 
The calf that is to be a future dairy 
cow has the lig h t to be well born, 
with an unquestionably good record as 
an inheritance. 
It is the farm er who is making his 
bread by the sweat of Lis brow who 
cannot afford 
to 
make 
m istakes in 
breeding up a bunch of inferior cows. 


MttiiiK 
a n d Chick*. 
It is a good plan to use a small coop 
for each sitting h» n. 
I lace the nest in 
the rear of this coop and have food 
and w ater and a dust box in front, so 
she can come off and exercise when­ 
ever she pleases, but a slatted front 
to the coop will prevent her from re- 
turning to the wrong nest. 
It is always best to set two or three 
or four hens at tlie same tim e if it 
can be done. 
Then the eggs may be 
tested out at the end of the first week, 
m d the good eggs all placed under as 
few hens as advisable, the other bid­ 
dies being reset. Or, if one does not 
care to test the eggs, he can w ait until 
the chicks have hatched, and give all 
the chicks to a p art of the hens tind 
reset the others at 
th a t time. Two 
hens can brood as m any 
« hicks 
as 
three can usually hatch, although fif­ 
teen or eighteen chicks are enough for 
any In n. 
The quietest an I most gentle 
hens are the ones that should be tru st­ 
ed with the chicks, while the others 
are sent back to setting. 
T his w ay 
>ne can use his best m others and get 
lie gieatest am unt of good service 
from them . 
Dust the hens when first 
set and again just before they hatch, 
so that vermin will be killed and the 
chicks may hatch w ithout being im ­ 
mediately beset by a swarm of lice to 
hamper 
their 
growth.— A gricultural 
Fpitomist.

It would do no harm to set young 
fruit trees in the holes where the old 
ones ate taken out, but other things 
being equal, it would be just as well 
to dig new' holes in the spaces between 
the old trees afte r they have been cut 
down or pulled up. Answering a ques­ 
tion along this line, Th** Rural New 
Yorker advises digging a wide hole 
two f«*et or more in diam eter and eight 
to twelve inches deep, as may be need­ 
ed, placing the rich or top soil in one 
pile and the subsoil in another. 
Cut out all broken or injured roots 
from the trees to be set. and freshen 
the ends of the sound roots 
with 
a 
slauting cut from below upward, so 
that the fresh surface will rest on the 
soil. 
W hen th»* roots are in their n at­ 
ural position, set the trees in the cen­ 
ter of the hole and carefully fill in 
around the roots with the best of the 
top soil taken out, sifting it from the 
edge of the shovel and working it be­ 
tween the rows with th«- fingers, shak­ 
ing the tree m eanwhile to get the 
earth in every crevice between the 
roots. 
When th«* roots are fairly covered, 
tram p firmly, then fill in with the 
poorer or subsoil, tram ping it firmly 
as it is put in place. 
The tree wh«*n 
set should stand little, if any, deeper 
than it grew' in the nursery row. The 
firmed earth should be 
banked 
up 
around the tree to shed water. About 
a third of the top should be cut, tak ­ 
ing out weak and unnecessary limbs, 
shortening in the good ones so as to 
balance the top with the roots th at 
have been cut away. 
It is a very good plan to s«atter a 
pound or two of good commercial fer­ 
tilizer around the tree after it is set, 
lightly working it in the soil, or mulch 
the trees w ith a wheelbarrow load of 
( oarse barnyard m anure. 
This keeps 
the ground moist and furnishes the 
young tree with ail the fertility it 
n%eds until the growth has made some 
progress.
